TheseJaws are the outgrowth of some of the rankest swin-i 


. dies from which the people of.(his or any other country ever 


suffered. 
Unprincipled sharpers have flooded the-country 


with- "stocks" and "bonds" not worth the paper they were 
prinfed'on and have succeeded in extracting hundreds of 
thousands of dollars from the pockets.of their victims. The. 
most seductive representations are made by these wily opera- 
tors/whose business it is't.o "float" propositions that are ui- 
'tcrly/without foundation except in their, imaginative brains 
and calloused consciences. Their operations have resulted in 
tremendous losses to.people who supposed they were invest- 
ing their money instead of being fleeced out of it, and attempts 
to stop the business have been made none too.soon.

There have been objections to these so-called "blue sky" 


laws on the ground that they would interfere to some extent 
with legitimate business, and ills admitted that they do, but 
the states that have enacted (he 1-rvs are confident that they 
will do more good than harm, and (hey undoubtedly will.
